The lower toll of the Germans 


was due chiefly to Ihe fact that they 
had few planes up to shoot down. 
It is likely that a large part of the 
Allied losses resulted from anti-air- 
craft fire rather than from enemy 
fighters. 


An important factor in the ap- 


praisal is that the Allied 
forces 


were engaged in a great offensive 
operation using a large number of 
necessarily 
unarmed 
transport 


planes. The tally does not include 
glider ships either in the number 
of sorties flown or in craft lost.
